Hayes, another employee, was 
Slightly hurt and had a nervous col-

All three were rushed to St. Jo- 
seph’s infirmary, and it was stated 
that physicians do not regard the 
injuries of any of them ‘as fatal. 
Bryant and Latham were severely 
burned about the head and shoul- 
ders and were cut by pieces of fly- 
ing metal from the tank.

“The permanent advisdbry commis- 
sion was constituted by the council 
of the league at its meeting in 
Rome last May and held its first 
session at San Sebastian in August. 
The commission ts at present com- 


to Differentiate Between: 


posed of the military, naval and 


‘gerial officers of states represented 


in the council of the league. Its de- 
cisions are purely advisory: and not 
|in any sense binding, but they rep- 
resent the common technical judg- 
ment of the experts of many coun- 
tries. 

“It would, of course, be perfectly 
understood that the presence of the 
representatives of the United States 
would in no way commit the Ameri- 
can government to whatever opinion 
may be finally put forward in the 
report of the commission. Nor in- 
deed can that report itself be more 
than a basis for the consideration 
by the members of the league of the 
measures of reduction in armament 
which united action may enable 
them to achieve. 


Problem of High Importance. 


“Nevertheless, just as in the case 
of the financial conference at Brus- 
sels the presence of an American 
representative whose function was 
only that of giving and receiving 
information, was an important fac- 
tor in the success of the work of 
the conference, so that it cannot be 
doubted that the general consider- 
ation of the subject of the reduction 
of armaments will be greatly facil- 
itated if the government of the 
United States can see its way to be 
represented in a similar manner at 
the meeting of the permanent ad- 
visory commission, 


* “The problem is one to which pub- 
Iic opinion in all countries attaches 
the highest importance. 

“It is unnecessary to point out 
that the reduction of armament is 
essential for the well being of the 
world and unless some measures of 


co-operation for the excessive tax- 
ation due to armaments, the gen- 
eral economic situation must become 
increasingly worse. 

“The council in extending this in- 
vitation cannot but. hoepe that the 
government of the United States, 
particularly in view of the attitude 
of America towards the question of 
the competition in armament, will 
not refuse to associate itself with 
the governments of the members of 
the league in beginning the prelim- 
inary work necessary for ultimate 
success and to lend to the pregent 
effort and assistance which can in 
no way encroach upon its own per- 
fect liberty of. action.” 


UNTAPPY IRELAND 


MAY GAIN PEALE 


London Hears That Im- 

portant Influences Are 
Working to Stop the 
War. 


London, December 3.—Recent ru- 
mors of important influences work- 


ing for the conclusion of a truce 
in Ireland preliminary to permanent 
peace in that island are reviveée by 
some newspapers here today. Sug- 
gestion is made that definite meas- 
ures of conciliation are being in- 
itiated, but al] reports are very 
vague and seemed to be mainly 
based on remarks made by Premier 
Lloyd-George in the house of com- 
mons yesterday. 

. A member of the house had

The Constitution presents in an- 
other column of this page a com- 


munication in which the writer } the 


comments upon our recent edito-. 
rial discussion of the agricultural 
situation in this country and the 
declaration of the national confer- 
ence of governors that something 


must be done to relieve it. 

Our correspondent is right in his 
position that the underlying cause 
of American business troubles is 
to be found in our isolation from 
the balance of the world. 

The answer the “isolationists” 
will make to this will be that the 
value of all commodities has been 
reduced, not only in America, but 

- the world over. 

To that the answer is that 
while the statement is measurably 
true, the fall in the value of our 
agricultural products is far greater, 
and it has come about more 
quickly than in any other country 
in the world. 

This is perfectly natural, for, as 
our correspondent states, a nation 
is going to trade with its friends, 
just as a man will. 

“What human being,” he asks, 
‘is going to trade with another 
who maintains an attitude of 
aloofness and an air of superiority, 

| while next door is one who says 
by his actions: ‘I am no better 
than you are; your happiness is 
my happiness, your distress is 

~ mine; our welfare is mutual; we 
stand on an equal footing; I am 
willing to buy your goods and sell 
‘you mine; I am willing that we 
should both help each other.’ ” 

What right have we to make 
claim to the friendship of the rest 

‘af the world when we are standing 
aloof from it in the hour of the 
greatest distress the world has 
ever known, not even participating 
to the extent of manifesting our 
good will In the efforts that are 
being made to re-establish the 
world’s relationship on a peace 
foating?. 

The time has passed when we 
can maintain an attitude of isola~ 
tion and self-sequestration from 
the balance of the world and ex- 
pect the other countries to treat 

_ our commerce with the measure of 
consideration they extend to the 

‘nations that are co-operating and 
striving all to the same end. 

Yet that is the attitude in which 

this.country is placed today before 
the rest of the world—an attitude 
of aloofness, of self-arrogated su- 
periority, of downright selfish- 
ness! 
Such an attitude may suit the 
grandiloquent political spellbinder, 
and it may look good to the un- 
thinking, but it isn’t business! 

And if we are going to maintain 
this attitude it is inevitable that 
we must pay for it in the loss of 
both the friendship and the bust- 
ness of the rest of the world! 

The farmers of the south have 
already paid for it to the extent 
of seeing their cotton drop from 
40 cents to 18 cents a pound with- 
in the last six months! 

The same thing is true, though, 
perhaps, in a lesser degree, of the 
producers of hogs; of cattle; of 

'- wheat; and of our manufacturing 

'  jnterests generally. 

a While a measure of improve- 
ment is possible under existing 
‘conditions, the international com- 
merce of this country can never 
be developed to its possibilities,

The world is waiting and anx- 
ious for an opportunity to trade 
with us; and the first element that 
would profit under a policy that 
would open the ports of the world 
toourcommerce would be the agri- 
cultural interests of this country. 

But world ports, like our home 
doors, are not to be opened to 
strangers on the same basis as to 
friends.

Editor Constitution: I read with 
interest your editorial in a recent 
Constitution favorably commenting 
on Hon. Martin Calvin's letter, in 
which you both advise the southern 
farmer to diversify his crops. 

I am sure that the farmers would 
like some advice as to what kind 
of crops to make, next year, if they 
are to greatly reduce thelr acreage 
in cotton. If they are to make hogs, 
they would want to know whether 
they might expect a price greater 
than eight cents, which is the pres- 
ent price for number ones, at the 
Swift Packing plant here. A few 
years ago, when the boll weevil scare 
first struck us, we diversified, and 
commenced to make white Spanish 
peanuts on a Very large scale. Last 
year, these peanuts scld for as much 
as $215 per ton, in the hull. They 
are now a drug on the market, at 
$60 per ton. 

Hogs cannot be profitably raised 
in this section, at eight cents pér 
pound, and peanuts cannot be profit- 
ably made at three cents per pound. 

‘Iam not blaming anyone in par- 
ticular. The truth !fs, as I said in 
a letter some weeks ago, the pur- 
chasing power of the world has been 
tremendiously impaired by the war. 
Our former customers are dead, or 
bankrupt; and this country has 
taken a position of isolation so far 
as the remainder of the world is 
concerned. We farmers are to a 
large extént reaping the harvest 
sowed for us by our political lead- 
ers. 

It was a day or two ago, that I 
saw in your columns a press account 
of a tariff meeting to be held in 
Atlanta, in January, at which It 
was said some eight hundred repre- 
sentatives of interests that wish a 
protective tariff will be present. 
Now, the tariff is the neat little 
republican scheme under the work- 
ings of which the burden of running 
the government is to be taken off 
the income tax payer, and placed 
squarely on the shoulders of the con- 
sumer. Incidentally to the farmer, 
it will also result in his being 
forced to take still lower prices 
for his products, while he pays 
higher for what he consumes. From 
the names published as sponsors for 
the tariff meet, jn Atlanta, I notice 
several who have been Offering to 
shed their blood for “free speech.”

HEALTH TALKS

MAJOR MIGRAINE, 


I am still too frequently chagrined 
by the receipt of letters from read- 
ers who assure me I have described 
their cases better than they could 
do it themselves—and will I kindly 
advise the proper remedy. 

Here is a reader who describes 
migraine better than I can do it my- 
SeiL: 

“Dear Doctor: The burden of your 
song has ever been ‘Consult your 
family physician.’ I have done so. 
In fact, I have consulted about a 
dozen of him, have been examined 
from cellar to garret, have had 
urinalyses by entire strangers. 


Wassermanns until at times I have 
had hardly. enough blood for my 
own needs, stomach analyses, nose 
and throat examinations by nose and 
throat experts who turned me over 
to oculists for-expert eye examina- 
tions, the oculists in turn referring 
me to neurologists and the neurolo- 
gists summoning orthopedic special- 
ists 
ajl about that. The verdict or good- 
bye word in every instance has been 
‘The examination discloses. nothing 
which would cause the condition you 
complain of.’ 

“That condition is—now for the 
‘symptoms,’ which you so cordially 
hate to be told— 

“A blind spot suddenly appears 
before my eyes, usually about a foot 
in diameter at 10 feet but never in 
direct line of vision, sometimes at 
one side, sometimes at the other or 
above or below. This lasts fifteen to 
thirty minutes, then gradually 
leaves, after which I am seized with 
severe headache. If the blind spot is 
at the left, the pain is in the right 
side of the head, and vice versa. I 


fhave had these attacks for fifteen 


years, at first six months to a year 
apart, but lately much _  oftener, 
sometimes only. a week apart, 
though they are not now so severe 
Any information you may be able to 
eve O06 a dk & is” 

The peculiarity of mfgraine (for- 
merly called megrim and popularly 
called sick headaches) is the aura 
or warning which precedes the at- 
tack. In this and other features 
migraine closely resembles epilepsy; 
indeed, one student of the condition 
termed it the “sensory equivalent” 
of epilepsy. Both conditions occur 
in the offspring of parents with 
some defect of the nervous system. 
No demonstrable cause can de found 
for either condition. 

Usually the victim sees a bright 
spot, instead of a dark one, and this 
spot, at one side of the field of 
vision, enlarges and changes to zig- 
Zags (fortification spectra) at the 
Outside as it becomes dark in the 
center. After fifteen to thirty min- 
utse the spot disappears, the face 
becomes pale, and the pain begins 
‘n One temple, spreading through 


‘one side of the head. It is aggra- 


vated by noise, light or confusion: 
relieved by rest, darkness and re- 
cumbent posture. After a few hours 
usually some nausea and vomiting 
occur. But the vomiting is an effect 
of the head pain—the pain is so 
great that it makes the patient 
“sick.” It is a popular error to as- 
Sume that the headache is caused by 
“upset stomach.” Usually, too, some 
bile appears after the first few acts 
of vomiting, provided there is no 
serious trouble with the liver and 
its machinery. It is, therefore, a mis- 
take to attribute the attack to 
“biliousness.” There is no such con- 
dition as “biliousness’”—I mean the 
presence of “too much bile” never 
really accounts for an illness or 
even a Slight indisposition. That is 
a mere fancy of persons unenlight- 
ened concerning physiology—a fancy 
played upon by the quacks and nos- 
trum exploiters for what profit 
there may be in It. 

After some hours drowsiness and 
sleep follow, with prompt recovery 
of normal health. In some cases the 
attacks last for two or three days.

It strikes me that you stopped 
short of the real crux of the situa- 
tion, which, to my mind, at least, is 
that the primary need of the farmer 
in this country today is the stabili- 
zation of the prices of his products, 
and this can only be brought about 
through opening to 1m the market 
of the whole world and placing him 
on an equal footing in.this respect

In reaching for the solution of our 
farmers’ problems—and it is high 
time we were not only “reaching 
for,” but finding, it!—the longer we 
delay, aS a nation, in taking asser- 
tive, aggressive, action whereby to 
bring about world-wide peace, and 
amicable internatiofial trade rela- 
tions predicated upon international 
confidence and good will, the longer 
will our enjoyment of the solution 
sought be deferred. 

We of America cannot thrive and 
prosper under conditions that con- 
fine our trade relations to our own 
borders. 

We can, of course, go on and 
trade and barter among ourselves, 
but neither our agricultural nor our 
other interests can prosper to the 
limit of their possibilities so long 
as we maintain an attitude of su- 
periority, not to say of hostility to- 
ward the rest of the world. 

The world after all is nothing but 
an aggregation of human beings; 
and what human being is going to 
trade with another who maintains 
an attitude of aloofness and an air 
of superiority, while next door is 
one who says by his actions: “I am 
no better than you are; your. hap- 
piness {s my happiness; your dis- 
tress is mine; our welfare is mutual; 
ve stand on an equal footing; I am 
willing to buy your goods and sell 
you. mine; I am willing that we 
should both help each other?” 

That, it seems to me, suggests the 
solution of the problem that is now 
uppermost in this country. 

In the re-establishment of our 
foreign relations on a pre-war basis, 
there is no other element of our in- 
dustrial population that is as deepiy 
and as vitally interested as is our 
agricultural element. 

Let us hope that, with the heat 
of the political campaign subsided 
we can forget past differences, look 
at the situation with broad, pro- 
gressive vision, and again become 
one of the great world-wide family 
of nations. 

If congress really wants to help 
in the solution of our critical rural 
and general trade problem, it can 
do so by making possible the re- 
establishment of our business rela- 
tions with the rest of the world— 
that is to say, by making peace 
with the whole world on the basis 
of the principle laid down in the 
league of nations covenant.

SANITARY SERVICE 
HERE CRITICIZED 
_BY J.L. CARPENTER 


Criticism of the service being ren- 
dered to residents of East Atlanta 
by the city sanitary department was 
made before fhe board of health 
Friday afternoon by Alderman J. L.

WARFINANCEBODY 
TO HELP FARMERS

Washington, December 3—Revival 
of the war finance corporation with 
either Eugene F, Meyer, of New 
York, or Angus W. McLean, of North 
Carolina, as managing director will 
be urged upon the administration in 
a resolution to be presented to con- 
gress when it meets here Monday. 

The movement will have practic- 
ally the solid support of the. sen- 
ators and members of the -house 
from the west and from the south. 
While this time there is no insur- 
Bency, save in the revolting attitude 
of some senators to the present pol- 
icy of Secretary Houston, it is the 
old combination of the west and the 
south joining hands to avert a crit- 
ical situation in their respective 
sections of the nation. 

Solid support of the southern sen- 
ators was promised in a conference 
held this morning in the office of 
Senator Kenneth McKellar. attended 
by Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, 
Pat Harrison, of Mississippi, and 
Shields, of Tennessee. At the same 
time this group was in conference 
Secretary Houston and W. P. G. 
Harding, governor of the Federal 
Reserve Board, were before the joint 
agricultural committee of congress 
testifying that in their judgment re- 
vival of the war finance corporation 
is not a feasible solution of the dire 
problem confronting wheat and cot- 
ton growers and affecting the bus- 
iness of the south and the west. 

Sponsored By Calder. 

It is considered of much signific- 
ance here that the resolution is to 
come from Senator Calder, of New 
York. He had previously announced 
his intention to sponsor such a res- 
olution but the members from the 
and southern states had 
not agreed upon any plan of action 
until today. It was indicated in

“Iam quite sure that financial in- 
terests in New York which opposed 
the movement two months ago are 
cordially in favor of it now,” Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith, .of Georgia, said 
to The Constitution correspondent 
after the conference. “They realize 
that it is essential to their own sal- 
vation as much as to the. sal- 
vation of the south. 

Facllitate Credits. 

“If the war finance corporation is 
revived and properly made to func- 
tion in the future it will be able 
to facilitate credits in the exporting 
of American products to middle and 
central Europe,” the senator added. 
“It can also lend aid in other ‘coun- 
tries Where credit is needed to: pro- 
vide a market for our goods.” 

Senator Smith and Senator Lee 
Overman, of North Carolina, called 
on Secretary Houston some weeks 
ago to present to him the serious- 
ness of the situation in the south. 
At the same time the junior sena- 
tor from North Carolina headed a 
delegation that went to the white 
house and tlaid before Secretary 
Tumulty the plaints of the cotton 
growers of southern states, 

Senator Smith returned to Wash- 
ington this morning after spending 
several days in New York with his 
daughter. While there, he conferred 
with leading financiers on the situa- 
tion, and presented to the Ngw 
Yorkers the condition of the south- 
ern farmers.

Trieste, December 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—A state of war be- 
tween the kingdom of Italy and the 
“regency” of Quarnero at Fiume 
began at midnight, but up to a 
few minutes before that there was 
no visible signs that actual hos- 
tilities impeded.

Chattanooga, Tenn., December 3.— 
The closing session of the conven- 
ation of the Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools here today 
was featured by an address from 
Dr. George Zook, of the federal bu- 
reau of education, who declared that 
the greatest problem now facing 
the schools of the country was the 
— of teachers. Notwithstand- 
ing e “painful jlliteracy” with 
which educators have to contend, 
said Dr. Zook, out of twelve million 
school children in the United States 
in 1918, seven million were in school. 
Declaring that thousands of schools 
have been closed for lack of teach- 
ers, Dr. Zook said that fifteen thou- 
sand more teachers are needed in 
high schools this year, and that 
persons who had miserably failed 
on state examinations were accepted 
as teachers because the officials 
were helpless. 

Dr. Zook declared that 9 per cent 
or more of the teachers in Illinois, 
Ohio, Montana, Nevada, Nebraska, 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia and 
North Carolina are inefficient. 

“At the present rate,” said Mr. 
Zook, “it will not be long until ali 
teachers are women and they will 
regard men teachers only as fossils 
of a dead age. In 1918 there were 
100 men teachers to 619 women, and 
the disadvantage of this condition 
is the fact that women are so un- 
certain about permanent service. 
Sometimes they take up other work, 
but usually it is matrimony.” 

Professors Lorne W. Barclay, of 
Columbia university, urged the ad- 
visability of making a study of Boy 
Scoutdom as a part of the school 
curricuium, not with the idea of 
making scouts, but simply to in- 
struet and promote the principles 
of scoutdom. 

The commission on accredited 
schools recommended that the asso- 
ciation make an effort towards se- 
curing a course in commerce and 
an”“amendntent was adopted making 
$300,000 the minimum required en- 
dowment for accredited schools. 

Chancellor J. H. Kirkland, of Van- 
derbilt university, was elected pres- 
ident of the association, and Dr, J. 
S. Stewart, of the University of 
Georgia, and Dean Frank Hooper, of 
the University of Chattanooga, first 
and second vice presidents, respec- 
tively. *

Secretary of War Baker and other 
officials, the attorney added. 

His uniformed agents soiicited 
money in subway and elevated sta- 
tions and in.office buildings. They 
received 15 cents commission on ev- 
ery 25-cent magazine sold, but the 
authorities did not learn the size of 
the slice they got from econtribu- 
tions. Since the scheme began 
working Brewer has deposited more 
than $50,000, in a New York bank, 
it was alleged, in the name of the 
woman bookkeeper in his office.

“KICK” BARRED 
IN PLUM PUDDING 
FOR CHRISTMAS 


Waehington, December 3.—The 
flavoring of home-made Christmas 
Plum pudding, mincemeat and bran- 
died cherries and peaches with al- 
coholic spirits is in violation of the 
prohibition enforcement law, and 
such foods are liable to seizure, it 
was stated today at the bureau of 
internal revetiue. : 

Officials explained that under thelr 
interpretation of the enforcement 
act culinary products in which al- 
colohol is an ingredient can be 
made only by manufacturers of food 
products who obtain a permit from

the government, and that such 
products must contain less than 
one-half of one per cent of alcohol. 
They also state that the regula- 
tions require that such products 
shall not be used or sold on the 
premises, and that this effectively 
barred the housewife from making 
Christmas foods with liquor in 
them. The regulations specifically 
state that permits shall not be is- 
sued to hotels and restaurants. 
Retailers do not have permits to 
sell culinary products containing 
less than one-half of one percent of 
alcohol, obtained from authorized 
manufacturers, officials said.
